E hear from New-Haven, that a diftillery 
in Chappel-fireet,which contained a quan-

Of the engagement on Friday I cannot {peak 
from my own obfervation; for though 1 was 
within ear fhot, I did not fee it. My accoant is, 
however, from fpe@ators.—There is no doubt but 
the Swifs fired firt, but not until they were pref- 
fed upon in the moft violent way, and their guns 
forcibly turned round, and planted again the 

allace. M. d’Affry gave the order to fre. The 
ederates of Breit and Marfeilles rufhed forward, 
and in a few minutes there was a dreadful flaugh- 
ter. The Swifs retreated to the palace, and kept 
a moft fatal fire from the windows. ‘Ihe dead lay 
in heaps. The Quays were full of people armed 
and unarmed, and directing their fire deliberaie- 
ly into this multitude ; the maflacre was dreadful. 
It did not, however, intimidate the affailants. 
Seven piecesof cannon were played on the Tha- 
ilieries and the Louvre. They made breaches in 
the old walls in a fhort time ; but their impetuofity 
from the place de Caroufal, was irrefiftable. They 
broke in and in a tew minates the multitude filled 
the Palace; every Swifs that came in their way 
perithed ; but numbers found temporary fafety in 
the cellars and garrets, and were with difficulty 
faved from the rage of the people; I can give 
you no perfe& account ef the dead—From the 
nombers yet unburied—or thrown isto the Seine 
—or burnt—-for a fire was made in the Place de 
Caroufal, in which the furnitare, the tapeftry, &c. 
of the Palace, was confumed ; and into which, in 
the wantonnefs of cruelty, many dead bodies 
((uch as they knew to be gentlemen) were thrown ; 
I fuppofe there was not fewer than 2500—lome 
carry the number much higher—and others dimi- 
nith itto a very {mall number indeed—but this 
will by and by be afcertaine¢c—The names I have 
heard, are thole of M.d’Affry, the Abbe Bouil- 
lion, Carle, Mondat, &c. The Palace is com- 


pletely difmantied. The day was exceflively hot ; 
and they regaled themlelves on the King’s wine. 
They brought it out in irmenfe quantities; and 
it was not uncommon to fee men and women, af- 
ter their own draoght, pot the bottles to mouth 
of the dead lying ia mangied heaps, with that

fpirit of furious fport which they have all aleng 
exhibited, crying—** Here, take your lait drink: 
—f——! Drink to the nation !”’—The horrors 
of the day cannot be defcribed to you in adequate 
language, for the beginning of our career in july 
1789 was exceeded. 

M. Maudart the commander of the Nationa! 
Guards, was arretled going down the flair cafe of 
the Hovel de la Ville. He was feized by the peo- 
pie, beheaded, and his head fixed wpan a pole, 
aoc carried through the ftreets. 

[n avout an hour from the commencement of 
the attack on the Palace, not one Swils was left. 


Nineiy-tix who jurvived their Colonel, and Gene- 
rai o Altry cemanded quarters, bet they was con- 
Gus he Piace de Greve, ard there put to 
ceaih, Aboutthree hundred Marfeilles have fal- 
i¢n, ard acura thouland citizens, among which 
were leveral women and children whom curiofity 
had icc towares the icene of adlion. 


Alii the Swiis, above five hundred were put to 
Geath, and the people carned the ren nants of 
their cloths on the ends of their pikes in triumph. 
The pavilions of the Palace near the Place de Ca- 
roulal were afterwards fet on fire, as well as the 
Swits barracks. 

‘The mais of honor of the Palace were con- 
dudted to the Scciion—the ret of the perfons on 
duty were pacto ceath: ‘The wine cellars were 
alone plundered! the jewels, plate, &e. were 
brought tothe Affembly, and depefied in fafery. 

The attack at the Palace began before ten 
o’clock. A Marleilies officer appeared at the 
principal door of the palace, and cemanded en- 
trance for himfelf and his banditti, from a Swifs 
officer who commanded there. The Swifs repli- 
ed, that his orders would not permit him to com- 
ply. The Marleilles officer inftantly applied a 
piftol to his breaft, and fhot him through the 
heart. ‘ 

M. Sulan, the Queen’s Secretary, is likewife 
among thofe whofe, headw were cut off in the pa- 
lace. 

Many of the women belonging to the palace, 
and fome others, met an equally unfortunate fate. 
‘Lhey had fled for fatety and had reached the 
bridge. Knowing that their lives were in danger, 
if they were taken, about twenty threw them- 
felves over the bailuftrades into the water, and 
were drowned.

It was then propoled, that he 
fhould be profecuted as a traitor tothe flare, A 
long and warm debate, or rather contention, en- 
{ued ; after which, it was determined, that this 
propotition, with the motion of his {ufpenfion, 
fhould be referved until the following day, for f- 
nal decifion ; when ic was expedied he would be 
formally fufpended, and the exercife of the Exe- 
cutive Power invefted in the hands of Commiflion- 
ers. 
This may be confidered as a prelude to greater 
enormities. ‘The Royal Family, {tripped of their 
guards, muft fall an early facrifice to the curfed 
fury of the Jacebins, and France, to attone the 
mighty guilt, deluged in blood.
